Body of murder victim 
from area found in park 
in Rancho Cucamonga 


The body of Christine Ann Mitchell, 27, daughter 
of Geraldine Haskins of Sierra Madre and Jack 
Mitchell of Long Beach, was found May 12 at 5 
p.m. in Summit Park in the middle of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Police are investigating the death which they 
say is a homicide because the body was shot in the 
upper chest area. The coroner has revealed that 
Miss Mitchell died instantly, says Jim Bryant, public 
information officer of the sheriff’s department. 

On May 12 at about 7 p.m., three horseback 
riders were riding in the wash area of Summit 
Park and spotted the fully-clothed body. They rode 
back two miles to a phone and called the sheriff’s 
department. 

Witnesses saw the deceased with three other 
people at 3 p.m. that afternoon in that area so 
authorities know she was alive that late in the day. 

Bryant told The News, “It’s an area where a 
lot of people go to look at the mountains or 
the city. W'e don’t know that she even knew the 
area. How she got there we.don’t know. We do 
know she didn’t walk there and there were no 
vehicles left behind." 

Bryant explained that toxicology tests won’t be 
back for a month. 

Miss Mitchell had moved to Pomona recently. 
She was raised in Sierra Madre and attended area 
schools. Her sister, Mary Beth Hurd, is a mani¬ 
curist at BJ’s Salon in Sierra Madre. 

The area where the victim was found is about 
10 miles north of Ontario and about 25 miles due 
east of Sierra Madre. 

Services were held last Monday at Rose Hills. 

Survivors besidcrs her mother, father and sister 
mentioned, are a brother, Tom Mitchell; grand¬ 
parents, Hal and Mary Mitchell; an uncle, Riley 
Johnson; three nephews and a niece. 

Late Tuesday afternoon just before the paper 
went to press, Bryant told The News that no one was 
in custody yet. “We are looking for a person we 
believe has information on the last' hours of her 
life. He is not necessarily a suspect. We would like 
to get him in the open rather than have him 
go into hiding. Many leads have developed. It’s a 
real scenario.”

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How to develop 
family disaster plan 

Um this guide to deveip your fatniiy’s 
Disaster Plan and to familiarize all family 
members with actions to take before, during 
and after a disaster, particularly an earth¬ 
quake. You may wish to add supplemental 
information specific to your family’s needs.'* 
A good way to start is to call a 
family conference; discuss freely and 
openly the real possibility of a major 
earthquake and involve the whole family 
in the planning process: 

• Walk through your home together. 

Search for hazards and correct them. 

• Learn and discuss how to protect 
during an earthquake. 

• Observe and become familiar with the 

location of utility shutoff valves. 

• Instruct family members how to shut 

valves properly. 

e Delegate responsibility for specific tasks 
to family members. 

• Plan for special needs of family 
members (infants, chronically ill, 
elderly). 

Instruct tsmily members (especielly 
children) how to cell emergency 
phone numbers. 

• Plan for family members to take Red 

Cross training in first aid and CPR. 

• Plan how to evacuate safely after a 

quake if necessary. 

• Draw a floor plan of your home 
indicating escape routes, the location 
of emergency supplies and location 
of utility shutoffs. 

e Hold earthquke drills; be sure family 
members are famililar with the plan. 

• Practice evacuation of the home. 

• Determine 3 or 4 nearby reunion loca¬ 

tions, i.e., neighbors. Red Cross shel¬ 
ter, relatives. 

• Identify an out-of-town friend or relative 

to be contact person if family members 
are separated during a disaster, 
e Share and discuss your plan with 
neighbors, friends, relatives and co¬ 
workers. 

Total family preparedness must also 
include preparedness in the workplaces 
and in the schools when the family child¬ 
ren atteird. This is essential to provide 
the maximum possible peace of mirni in 
knowing that other family members are 
prepared and/or cared for in the immediate 
confusion following an earthquake.

Over 300 have died since the end of 
tt»a Vietnam War.

Central Amer¬ 
ica. Nor do 1 forget the numerous men 
■"J^women who have died recently as 
'tlettms of terrorists’ bomba and bullets. 

My freedom — my wife’s aiKl my. 
‘daughter's freedom — was bought with 
their blood. This is a debt I can never

I am humbled by their sacrifices. I 
lost the uae of my in Vietnam, but 
I came home. For 14 hours I lay b l ee d ing 
on the jungle floor. For 14 hours I was

fortunete and very Meseed. God allowed 
me to Mve. On this Memorial Day. I aak 
all Americans to take a moment and 
mNect on Ihoee who did not come home.

* The new plan for Jameson Court, the sub¬ 

division proposed al 468 W. Grandview, includes 
two increased lot sizes because of the omission of 
the open space that was proposed earlier as a park, 
relocation ot two less trees and increased warranty 
for the trees that are relocated. 

Tim Good, architect, spoke before Sierra 
Madre City Council Tuesday evening for the de¬ 
velopers in agreeing to a guarantee of two years 
with a maintenance contract for three additional 
years on the large plot that develops the original 
Jameson estate into a 17-lot developers’ dream with 
the level landscaping and abundance of large, 
healthy trees. 

Both Dr. Albert Metzger and Midge Morash, 
Sierra Madre, agreed that about 90 percent of 
the trees would survive replanting and the time — 
springtime — is now ripe. They agreed that it would 
cost roughly $7000 to $12,000 per tree to move. 

Shelby Pope’s attorney, Craig Lucas, implored 
the City Council to support his client in her quest 
for a swimming pool to be built in her front yard 
instead of the back yard and tor a fence variance 
within the required front yard on N. Auburn. 

The council turned down the appeal and sus¬ 
tained earlier action by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

Lucas said that Pope’s property was “excep¬ 
tional and that she had attempted to work within 
the rules by relinquishing some of her earlier re¬ 
quests. But Councilman George Maurer made the 
motion to uphold the findings of the Planning 
Commission. All councilmembers agreed except 
Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow who believes the 
ordinance setting front yard setbacks needs to be 
reworked. 

The council will conduct a public hearing con¬ 
cerning Ordinance 1040, Hillside Development, on 
June 14 at 6:30 p.m. to consider the extension of 
the moratorium that will expire June 24. The mora¬ 
torium may be extended for a period of 10 months 
and 15 days. 

Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan made the 
motion for the appropriation of $4939 for new car¬ 
peting for the Senior Citizen Center and for the 
Fireside Lounge in the Community Recreation 
Center, lor a new pilotless stove lor the community 
Recreation Center as well as rewiring the light and 
electrical switches and rekeying the center. 

Councilpersons will meet Tuesday, July 19, 
with a representative from the Independent Cities 
Lease Finance Authority (ICLFA) regarding the 
possibility of short term financing pool for selected 
projects. They agiced on authorization to partici¬ 
pate with approximalely 15 to 20 other cities who 
will also join the pool. 

Councilwoinan Lisa Fowler made the motion 
to authorize the appropriation of $150,000 from 
Fund 215 on exchange for $150,000 in regional 
Federal Aid Urban (1 ,A.U.) Highway funds fpr 
improving Grandview from Michillinda Ave. to 
Baldwin Ave.
